Big Thirst Quenched 


Water District Passes 20-Year Mark 


“ Hut that doesn't mean there won t 
be any next week.” he pointed out 
•T m sure that if we were having 
cast's of swine flu. most everybody 
would want protection They'd set' it 
down the road and get prepared 
An official in Dallas, expressed 
concern about a lack of immunization 
among blacks and low income people 
“ W e're not getting a good response 
in the black communities, as is true 
all over the country," said Dr Joseph 
H Williams, a Dallas health official 
“ I don't know why. but the blacker the 
area, the fewer the vaccines ” 
Williams attributed generally low 
participation throughout the area to 
adverse publicity from the vaccine, 
saying people were more afraid of the 
vaccine than they were indifferent to 
the prospect of a flu epidemic 
“ I think they think there is danger 
in the vaccine since the Pittsburgh 
episode (deaths)," he said “ We were 
beginning to overcome some of the 
apathy which occurred because of the 
delay, but once the program started 
and these mishaps occurred, 
the 
apathy surfaced again.” 
While little was said in the Plano 
area about the Pittsburg flu deaths, 
several people reported side effects 
from the immunizations given in 
Plano, apparently causing others to 
decline 
im m unization 
even 
if 
another clinic was scheduled 
"I don’t think there s going to be 
any flu epidemic, so why should I get a 
sore arm and may bt' even get sick.” 
one resident commented recently "I 
think I U just take my chances.” 
However, for those who don’t want 
to run the risk of catching swine flu, 
the vaccine is available from many 
private physicians, but this time it 
won t be free 


From all indications, this gun won't be seen in Plano again in the near future, 
since there seems to be virtually no interest in swine flu immunizations. More 
than 8000 Planoites turned out for the public flu clinics during the first part of the 
month, but that represented only about 20 percent of the city’s adult population.

County Residents 
Buying More Cars 


After a slowdown, brought on by the 
recession, residents of Collin County 
have gone in for automobile buying in 
a big way. 
As a result, the number of cars on 
local roads, which was large before, is 
growing larger. 
The recent growth reflects the 
economic recovery of the last year or 
so, m arked by the income gains 
recorded by most families in the area. 
Many of them would normally have 
bought new cars a year or two earlier 
and either retired the older ones, 
turned them over to junior, or used 
them as second cars. 
Instead, because of the conditions 
that prevailed, they decided to wait 
until things became better, m ean­ 
while making do with what they had 
Now that the economy has im­ 
proved somewhat, local residents are 
resum ing their norm al spending 
patterns. 
They are putting more 
money into the purchase of cars and 
are spending more, also, to maintain 
and service them. 
Their expenditures in local service 
stations alone, in the past year, for 
gas, oil, repairs and incidentals, came 
to $16,165,000. By way of comparison, 
five years ago it was $7,461,000. 
The facts and figures on automobile 
ownership and operating costs are 
from the Dept, of Commerce and from 
industry sources.

attributed principally to the move to 
the suburbs and to the fact that more 
wives are going to work these days, 
needing second cars to get there. 
In Collin County, what with the 
changes that have been taking place 
locally, automobile registrations have 
now reached 42,010, as against the 
total, five years ago, of 29,230. 
The rise, 44 percent, compares with 
17 percent in the United States and 
with 15 percent in the West South 
Central States

In School Burglary 


Despite the confirmed case of 
swine flu in Concordia, Mo., local 
health officials do not plan to conduct 
another swine flu immunization clinic 
in Plano. 
Bill Jackson, Plano’s health officer, 
and Winfred Taylor of the Collin 
County Health Dept both indicated 
that public interest in the swine flu 
program remains low and that by the 
time interest is revived, it probably 
will be too late. 
“From what I understand, the 
public 
clinics aren’t getting any 
response at all,” Jackson observed. 
“Fort Worth has already shut their 
program down and Dallas plans to do 
the same after this weekend. 
“We’re not planning to conduct the 
clinics again at all,” he continued. “ It 
would take too much time to get the 
volunteer staff together and per­ 
sonally I don’t think we’re going to see 
a public demand for it.” 
Jackson went on to say that the 
Missouri swine flu case was ex­ 
trem ely m ild and occurred last 
month. 
It probably will increase 
public apathy, rather than spur others 
to take the innoculations, he reasoned. 
Taylor agreed with Jackson’s ob­ 
servations, adding the thought that 
we’re too far into the flu season for the 
shots to be completely effective.

Plano Suffers From 
Swine Flu Apathy 


Health officials say it takes from four 
to six weeks for the immunization to 
build enough anti bodies for effective 
immunity. 
“ I don't know what the trend will 
be as far as public clinics in other 
areas are concerned, but I don't think 
they ll try and schedule any more in 
the county,” he predicted. “ We’re 
getting into the holiday season and I 
don’t think we could get enough of a 
volunteer staff together to offer the 
clinics again.” 
Regional and state officials also are 
skeptical about an 
upswing in 
popularity for swine flu clinics. At last 
report, some 14 percent of the state’s 
residents 
have 
received 
the 
im unization—far below 
the 
an ­ 
ticipated rate. 
The lack of several confirmed cases 
of swine flu is cited most often as the 
reason 
for 
the 
im m unization 
program ’s failure here and through 


the nation 
Also popping up in conversations 
with health officials is the concept 
that it may already be too late for the 
flu shots to be effective 
“Once the flu starts, the ball game 
is over as far as we’re concerned and 
it s too late to do any immunization.” 
said Dr 
Robert Bell, director of 
cummunicable disease control for the 
San Antonio M etropolitan Health 
Dept 
“ In the absence of a so-called 
threat, people say. Well, who says 
there’s going to be any?’ The only 
thing we can say is if it ever occurs. 
within 24-48 hours, it s going to be 
w idespread 
And that’s too late, 
because it takes at least a month to 
build up an adequate immunity from 
this vaccine 


“Once there s a case here, we’re in 
trouble, believe you m e,” he warned 
Dr Raymond Moore of the Texas 
Dept of Health Resources said the 
statew ide

munizations has not been as good as 
health officials hoped and blamed 
apathy more than fear of the shots for 
the lag of interest. 
“There is an awful lot of com 
placency in our people right now

think the big factor is we don’t have

The 
same tests also act as a cost 
control factor to evaluate the 
utility of chemicals used 
Laboratory personnel run 
checks on both raw and 
finished water hourly and 
bacteria 
workups

completed daily, although 
each requires five days for 
all tests to be run

The Postal Service today 
advanced 
its 
suggested 
Christmas mailing deadlines 
for domestic parcels and 
letter mail to Dec 3 and IO. 
respectively, in anticipation 
of an exceptionally high mail 
volume, says Billie Creed. 
Plano Postmaster 
Citing 
the 
impact 
of 
greatly 
increased 
mail 
volumes generated by the 15- 
state United Parcel Service 
strike in the East and South, 
and its residual effect on 
other parts of the country. 


the Postal Service said it is 
compelled to ask the public 
to mail even earlier than 
normal. 
The Service said that 
because of the dedication of 
its employees, many of 
whom have been working 
long hours, it has had little 
trouble handling the in­ 
creased mail volume since 
the parcel strike began in 
mid-September 
It 
ex­ 
pressed confidence it will 
continue to be able to cope 
with the increase, with the 


cooperation of the public and 
major mailers 
Parcel volume has already 
more than doubled in the 
strike area and 
is up 
significantly nationwide, 
and letter mail is also on the 
rise, the Postal Service said 
It said most of the increase, 
to date, has been from large 
volume business mailers, 
who presort their mail and 
deposit at scheduled, non­ 
peak 
hours 
in 
plants 
prepared to handle it 
For example, the Service 


said it is working closely 
with shippers of perishable 
goods to handle millions of 
gift 
packages 
normally 
moved by other shippers. 
As 
Christmas 
nears, 
however, more and more of 
the mail will be from the 
general public, deposited at 
neighborhood post offices, 
branches and stations, on top 
of 
the 
already 
un­ 
precedented business mail 
volume, the Postal Service 
said 
As a result, while priority 


will be given the letter mail, 
many 
postal 
facilities 
normally dedicated to letter 
mail may have to be used to 
prevent an unmanageable 
backlog of parcels. 


Therefore, 
the 
Postal 
Service said, 
it 
strongly 
urges the public to deposit 
their parcels by Dec. 3 and 
their letters and greeting 
cards by Dec. IO to assure 
delivery by Christmas.

A study project he 
recently completed shows 
that behavior modification 
can result in a slow. steady, 
weight loss without the need 
to stay on a diet

ladies in our project who

were 20 to BO per cent 
overweight." Chapman said 
"B y the end of eight weeks, 
they had lost on the average 
of a pound a week " 
C h a p m a n 
c o n d u c ts 
followup sessions with the 
volunteer

ticipanls and says successful 
weight management should 
continue if the women do not 
return to their old eating 
habits 
The project got underway 
last February with the 57 
women divided into three 


groups They met for l a ­ 
bour sessions once a week 
for eight 
weeks 
Three 
women dropped out In the 
classes, eating and hunger 
were treated as conditioned 
responses. 
“We taught them to lose 
weight by changing many 
aspects of their living." he 
said 
“Obesity is a reflection of 
inappropriate eating habits 
that 
people have learned 
throughout 
their live s," 
Chapman 
said 
“ We 


systematically tried to alter 
their eating habits step by- 
step " 
Most of the women had 
been in many diet programs 
and some had taken shots 
and diet pills in unsuccessful 
attempts to shed weight 
The 
women 
were 
in­ 
structed to keep a food diary- 
listing what they ate. when 
and how much, to give them 
some awareness of what 
they were eating 
They were told not to 
watch television, or listen to 


the radio or stereo during 
mealtimes, but to eat in one 
place and do nothing but eat. 
“ People watch Walter 
Cronkite come on the tube, 
and 
boom, 
they 
start 
eating," Chapman said 
The project participants 
were encouraged not to eat 
“junk foods" by keeping low 
calorie foods in conspicious 
places. If ice cream was 
purchased for the children. 
“we would tell the mothers 
to lock up the freezer and 
give 
the 
kids 
a 
key," 


Chapman said. 
“ We 
talked 
about 
emotions and how a lot of 
people eat in response to 
emotions. WTien people are 
bored and have nothing to 
do. that s when they eat. And 
that's when they should take 
a walk, go to a movie, do 
anything as an alternative to 
eating” 
Other topics included in 
the classes w ere preplanning 
meals, exercise, disposal of 
leftovers and eating slower, 
with intentional delays in the 
middle of a meal. 
“People tend not to feel 
satiated after eating for at 
least 20 minutes,” Chapman 
said
